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A BILL

To reauthorize the Afehanistan Freedom Support Act of
2002, and for other purposes.
1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
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SEC. 2. FINDINGS.

Congress makes the following findings:

(1) Nearly six years after the liberation of Af-

chanistan from the Taliban, who provided Osama

Bin-Laden and Al-Qaeda with a safe haven for plan-
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3
ning the attacks of September 11, 2001, Afchani-

stan remains highly unstable and the Government of
President Hamid Karzai remains subject to attacks
from remnants of the Taliban who have regrouped
along with other insurgent eroups, including some
foreign fighters associated with Al-Qaeda.

(2) The Government of Afghanistan supports
the continued deployment of international forces to
supplement its own nascent national security forces,
and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization
(NATO), which took over international stability op-
erations for the entire country on October 5, 2006,
must show continued commitment to these oper-
ations in order to assist Afehanistan in defeating the
erowing insurgency in rural areas of Afehanistan.

(3) The current United States counter-narcotics
strategy for Afghanistan has not produced signifi-
cant results, in part due to a failure to seek out and
capture high-level warlords and kingpins who control
the flow of illicit narcotics and because sufficient
sustainable alternatives have not been provided to
Afghan farmers who suffer from a lack of access to
microfinance facilities, financial services, and land

rights and whose crops are subject to eradication.
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(4) In some cases, the misaligned eradication
policy endorsed by the United States Government
has led adversely-affected Afghan farmers and vil-
lagers to support insurgent groups, including the
Taliban.

(5) The wviolence and instability in Afghanistan
i1s further exacerbated by the flourishing trade in
opium and opium-related crops, which has reached
record levels and which fuel local militias, corrupts
the national and local governments, and provides
funding for insurgent and terrorist groups.

(6) The United States and the international
community must continue to support Afghanistan
both through increased support for its national and
local police forces, the Afehan National Army, and
Afghan counter-narcotics operations.

(7) The United States and the international
community must also continue to support the growth
of the Afehan economy through foreign assistance
and other means because Afchanistan remains one
of the poorest countries in the world and economic
orowth 1s impeded by the lingering remnants of 25
years of civil war and occupation and the ongoing in-
stability since December 2001, including the growing

illicit drug economy:.
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(8) The United States and the international
community must also continue to show a long-term
commitment to support the promotion of democracy
and the protection of human rights in Afghanistan,
including increased assistance for the rule of law,
freedom of the press, freedom of association, free-
dom of religion, and other measures of good govern-
ance.

(9) From January 31 to February 1, 2006, the
sovernment of Afchanistan and the international
community issued the Afghanistan Compact, which
sets forth both the international community’s com-
mitment to Afghanistan and Afghanistan’s commit-
ment to state-building and reform over the next five
years.

(10) The Afehanistan Compact, which supports
the Afehan National Development Strategy, provides
a strategy for building an effective, accountable state
in Afghanistan, with goals and standards set forth
in the Afghanistan Compact for improvements in se-
curity, governance, and development, including
measures for reducing the narcotics economy, pro-
moting regional cooperation, and making aid more
effective. The Afghanistan Compact also established

a mechanism to monitor Afghanistan and the inter-
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national community’s adherence to the timelines,
coals, and objectives set forth in the document.

(11) The security of Afghanistan is closely
intertwined with those of its regional neighbors and
success in Afghanistan, both economic and political,
will be dependent on security and stability in the re-
oion.

(12) The recent closure of four refugee camps
in Pakistan and the deportation of Afghans from
Iran have resulted in over 200,000 Afghan refugees
repatriating to Afghanistan who will require urgent
humanitarian services.

SEC. 101. DECLARATION OF POLICY.

Section 101 of the Afghanistan Freedom Support Act
of 2002 (22 U.S.C. 7511) is amended by striking para-
oraphs (4), (5), and (6) and inserting the following new
paragraphs:

tries in the region do not threaten or interfere in one
another’s sovereignty, territorial integrity, or polit-
ical independence, including supporting diplomatic
Initiatives to support this goal for the establishment
of an independent and neutral Afghanistan.

“(5) The United States must continue to dem-
onstrate a long-term commitment to the people of
Afghanistan by sustained assistance and the contin-
ued deployment of United States troops in Afghani-

stan with the support of the Government of Afghani-

stan as Afehanistan continues on its path toward a
broad-based, multi-ethnic, gender-sensitive, and fully
representative government in Afehanistan.

“(6) To foster stability and democratization
and to effectively eliminate the causes of terrorism,
the United States and the international community
should also support efforts that advance the develop-
ment of democratic civil authorities and institutions
in Afehanistan’s neighboring countries and through-
out the Central Asia and South Asia regions.

“(7) While rampant corruption has impeded de-
velopment and economie growth in Afghanistan and
contributed to insecurity in the country, the United
States should support all efforts to fieht corruption
in all levels of government in Afghanistan and assist
in promoting an efficient and effective Government
of Afehanistan.”.

“(3) provide a basis for recommendations for
adjustments to assistance authorized under this title
to enhance the impact of such assistance.

“(¢) ASSISTANCE TO ENHANCE THE CAPACITY OF
AFGHANISTAN.—In carrying out subsection (a), the Presi-
dent shall provide assistance to enhance the capacity of
the Government of Afghanistan to monitor and evaluate
programs carried out by the national, provincial, and local
covernments in Afghanistan in order to maximize the
long-term sustainable development impact of such pro-
orams.

“(d) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—Of the
amounts authorized to be appropriated under section 110
for a fiscal year, not less than 5 percent of such amounts
are authorized to be made available to carry out this sec-
tion for such fiscal year.”.

SEC. 106. COORDINATION OF ASSISTANCE.

(a) CONGRESSIONAL FINDING.—Congress finds that
the coordinator of assistance provided for in section 106
of the Afghanistan Freedom Support Act of 2002 (as re-

designated) has not achieved the objectives of an inte-
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erated approach to United States assistance programs for
Afehanistan.

(b) APPOINTMENT OF COORDINATOR.—Not later
than 90 days after the date of the enactment of this Act,
the President shall appoint, by and with the advice and
consent of the Senate, a coordinator who shall report di-
rectly to the President. The coordinator shall not hold any
other position within the United States Government and
shall have the rank and status of Ambassador.

(¢) DurTies oOF COORDINATOR.—The coordinator
shall be responsible for—

(1) designing an overall non-military strategy,
in coordination with the heads of relevant United
States Government departments and agencies, to ad-
vance United States interests in Afehanistan, includ-
ing policy coordination relating to counter-narcotics
efforts, reconstruction and development, and activi-
ties to equip and train the Afehan National Security
Forces;

(2) ensuring policy coordination among relevant
United States Government departments and agen-
cies in carrying out the strategy described in para-

graph (1);
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(3) pursuing coordination with other countries
and international organizations with respect to as-
sistance for Afghanistan;

(4) coordinating the implementation and over-
sight by relevant United States Government depart-
ments and agencies for assistance for Afghanistan
described in paragraph (1)

(5) resolving policy disputes among relevant
United States Government departments and agen-
cies with respect to United States assistance for Af-
chanistan described in paragraph (1);

(6) ensuring policy coordination among relevant
United States Government departments and agen-
cies for counter-narcotics efforts and coordinating
the implementation of such policies, including by fa-
cilitating the access of certain departments and
agencies to sensitive sites in Afehanistan, where
practicable, for the purpose of conducting critical
counter-narcotics operations; and

(7) ensuring coordination among the United
States, the Government of Afghanistan, the United
Kingdom, and other international partners that are
supporting counter-narcotics efforts, reconstruction
and development, and activities to equip and train

the Afehan National Security Forces in Afehanistan.
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(d) DEPUTY COORDINATORS.

The coordinator may
appoint up to two deputy coordinators to assist the coordi-
nator with the duties of the coordinator described in sub-
section (¢), including duties relating to counter-narcotics,
reconstruction and development, or equipping and training
of Afghan National Security Forces. A deputy coordinator
shall not hold any other position within the United States

Government.

(e) REPEAL.—Section 106 of the Afghanistan Free-
dom Support Act of 2002 (as redesignated by sections 104
and 105 of this Act), is hereby repealed.

SEC. 107. PILOT PROGRAM TO PROVIDE SCHOLARSHIPS TO
AFGHAN STUDENTS FOR PUBLIC POLICY IN-
TERNSHIPS IN THE UNITED STATES.

Title I of the Afghanistan Freedom Support Act of
2002 (22 U.S.C. 7511 et seq.), as amended by sections
104 and 105 of this Act, is further amended by inserting
after section 105 (as redesignated) the following new sec-
tion:

“SEC. 106. PILOT PROGRAM TO PROVIDE SCHOLARSHIPS
TO AFGHAN STUDENTS FOR PUBLIC POLICY

“(a) PiLoT PROGRAM REQUIRED.—The Secretary of
State shall establish a pilot program to provide scholar-

“(B) the term ‘defense service’ has the
meaning given the term in paragraph (4) of
such section.

“(3) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.

To carry out this subsection, there are authorized to
be appropriated to the President $10,000,000 for
each of the fiscal years 2008 through 2010.".

Subtitle B—Other Matters
SEC. 211. COUNTER-NARCOTICS ACTIVITIES IN AFGHANI-
STAN.
(a) SUPPORT FOR COUNTER-NARCOTICS INTERDIC-

TION OPERATIONS.

(1) IN  GENERAL.—The President, acting

through the Secretary of Defense, shall direct the
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United States Armed Forces to continue to support
counter-narcotics interdiction operations in Afghani-
stan, consistent with ongoing operational activities
and the Department of Defense’s counter-narcotics
strategy for Afghanistan.

(2) COORDINATION.—Such operations shall be
conducted in coordination with the Government of
Afehanistan and in coordination with any support

(A) intelligence, surveillance, and informa-
tion sharing;

(B) logistical support, to the extent prac-
ticable in light of ongoing operational activities,
for interdiction efforts; and

(C) training and equipping the Afghan Na-
tional Police, consistent with existing law.

(b) SPECIAL COUNTER-NARCOTICS INTERDICTION

22 TeAMS.—The President shall enhance existing civilian

23 special counter-narcotics interdiction teams and, in addi-

24 tion, such counter-narcotics interdiction teams shall, to
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the extent practicable in light of ongoing operational ac-
tivities, receive the support described in subsection (a).

(¢) PARTICIPATION OF FOREIGN COUNTER-NAR-
coTICS LiAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL.—Counter-nar-
cotics law enforcement personnel of NATO and other
friendly countries may participate in the formation and
operation of the counter-narcotics interdiction teams de-
sceribed in subsection (b) or other counter-narcotics oper-
ations in Afghanistan that are supported by the United
States.

(d) VETTING OF CANDIDATES FOR THE AFGIIAN NA-
TIONAL POLICE.—The President shall ensure that assist-
ance for the Afghan National Police include vetting proce-
dures to adequately assess each Afghan National Police
candidate’s aptitude, professional skills, integrity, and
other qualifications that are essential to law enforcement
work.

SEC. 212. EXPANSION OF INTERNATIONAL CONTRIBUTIONS
TO THE SECURITY OF AFGHANISTAN.

(a) STATEMENT OF Poricy.—It is the policy of the
United States that the President shall encourage the Gov-
ernments of Pakistan and friendly Arab countries to in-
crease reconstruction assistance to, and diplomatic sup-

port for, the Government of Afghanistan.
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(b) PAKISTAN AND AFGHANISTAN MILITARY CO-
OPERATION.—The President shall encourage the Govern-
ments of Pakistan and Afghanistan to engage in greater
military cooperation to promote greater trust and trans-
parency between them, including greater communication
and coordination between their respective military, border
security, and counter-narcotic units operating on both
sides of the border between Pakistan and Afghanistan.

SEC. 302. REPORT ON PROGRESS TOWARD SECURITY AND
STABILITY IN AFGHANISTAN.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Title III of the Afghanistan Free-
dom Support Act of 2002 (22 U.S.C. 7551 et seq.) is
amended by striking section 304 and inserting the fol-

lowing new section:
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“SEC. 304. REPORT ON PROGRESS TOWARD SECURITY AND

STABILITY IN AFGHANISTAN.
“(a) REPORT REQUIRED.—Not later than December
1, 2007, and every six months thereafter until September
30, 2010, the President shall transmit to the appropriate
congressional committees a report on a comprehensive set
of performance indicators and measures for progress to-
ward security and stability in Afghanistan.
“(b) MATTERS TO BE INCLUDED.—The report re-
quired by subsection (a) shall include the following:
“(1) With respect to stability and security in
Afghanistan, the following:

“(A) Key measures of political stability, in-
cluding the important political objectives that
must be achieved over the next year to ensure
that all segments of Afghan society become
committed to the elected government in Kabul.

“(B) The primary indicators of a stable se-
curity environment in Afghanistan, such as the
following:

“(i) The number of engagements per

day by each of the following:
“(I) The Afghan forces, United
States forces, and other Coalition

forces.

“(II) ISAF.
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“(11) The numbers of trained Afehan
security forces, including the Afghan Na-
tional Army and the Afghan National Po-
lice.

“(i11) The trends relating to numbers
and types of ethnic and religious-based
hostile encounters.

“(C) An assessment of the estimated
strength of the insurgency in Afghanistan and
the extent to which it is composed of non-Af-
chan fighters, including whether insurgents are
obtaining weapons and other military material
from outside of Afghanistan and whether the
insurgents are based in or use the territory of
countries other than Afghanistan.

“(D) A description of the extent to which
warlords in Afghanistan exercise effective con-
trol over personnel, natural resources, infra-
structure, villages and towns, and material that
should be under the direct sovereign control of
the Government of Afghanistan, including—

“(1) an 1identification of each warlord
and the extent and means of control that
the warlord exercises over personnel, nat-

ural resources, infrastructure, villages and
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towns, and material that should be under

the direct sovereign control of the Govern-

ment of Afghanistan; and
“(11) a deseription of actions under-

taken by the Governments of the United
States, Afehanistan, and countries partici-
pating in ISAF, individually or collectively,
in the previous year to diminish and ulti-
mately eliminate control by each warlord
1dentified under clause (1) over the Afehan
resources described in clause (i), and a de-
scription of actions that will be undertaken
in the coming year.

“(E) A description of all militias, tribal
forces, and terrorist and insurgent groups oper-
ating in Afehanistan, including the number,
size, equipment strength, military effectiveness,
sources of support, legal status, and efforts to
disarm or reintegrate such militias, tribal
forces, and terrorist and insurgent groups.

“(F) Efforts by ISAF to establish a uni-
fied command, unified rules of engagement, in-
formation detailing the specific restrictions
placed by each country participating in ISAF,

or any successor coalition force, on the military
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activities of its national military personnel with-
in Afghanistan, an assessment of the impact of
such restrictions on ISAF’s effectiveness, and
an assessment of the capabilities of ISAF
forces, including any equipment and logistics
shortages.

“(2) With respect to the training and perform-

ance of security forces in Afghanistan, the following:

“(A) The training provided to Afghan mili-
tary and other Ministry of Defense forces and
the equipment used by such forces.

“(B) Key criteria for assessing the capa-
bilities and readiness of the Afehan National
Army and other Ministry of Defense forces, in-
cluding capability and readiness levels, includ-
ing recruiting, training, and equipping such
forces.

“(C) The operational readiness status of
the Afghan National Army, including the type,
number, size, and organizational structure of
Afehan battalions that are—

“(1) capable of conducting operations

independently;
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“(11) capable of conducting operations
with the support of United States or Coali-
tion forces or ISAF; or

“(111) not ready to conduct operations.
“(D) The rates of recruitment, retention,

and absenteeism in the Afghan National Army
and the extent to which insurgents have infil-
trated such forees.

“(E) The training provided to Afghan Na-
tional Police and other Ministry of Interior
forces and the equipment used by such forces.

“(F) Key criteria for assessing the capa-
bilities and readiness of the Afehan National
Police and other Ministry of Interior forces, in-
cluding capability and readiness levels, includ-
ing recruiting, training, and equipping such
forces, including—

“(1) the number of police recruits that
have received classroom or field instruction
and the duration of such instruction;

“(i1) the number of experienced vet-
eran police officers who have received
classroom and field instruction and the du-

ration of such instruction;

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“(ii1) a description of any vetting that
police candidates receive, the number of
candidates vetted, the number of can-
didates derived from other entry proce-
dures, and the success rates of those
eroups of candidates;

“(iv) the number of Afehan National

Police forces that have received field train-

duration of such training; and
“(v) attrition rates and measures of
absenteeism and infiltration by insurgents.

“(G) The estimated total number of Af-
chan National Army battalions needed for the
Army to perform duties now being undertaken
by United States, NATO, or Coalition forces,
including securing the borders of Afehanistan
and providing adequate levels of law and order
throughout Afghanistan.

“(H) The effectiveness of the Afghan mili-
tary and police officer cadres and the chain of
command.

“(I) The number of United States and Co-

alition trainers, advisors, and mentors needed

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to support the Afghan security and associated
ministries.

“(J) An assessment, in a classified annex
if necessary, of United States military require-
ments, including planned force rotations,
through the end of calendar year 2008.

“(3) With respect to the economic and political

stability of Afghanistan, the following:

“(A) An estimate of the annual budget for
the Government of Afghanistan for the Afghan
fiscal year, including the costs of operating and
maintaining the Afehan security forces.

“(B) An estimate of the amount of Afehan
Government revenue and the amount of inter-
national assistance for budget support for the
Afehan Government.

“(C) An estimate of the amount of funds
pledged by all major donors for the calendar
yvear and the amounts committed, obligated,
and expended during the reporting period.

“(D) An assessment of United States re-
construction assistance programs in Afghani-
stan, including—

“(1) a description of existing efforts to

improve the monitoring and evaluation of

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the reconstruction assistance programs, in-
cluding from the design of such programs
through 1mplementation and eventual
transfer to the Government of Afehani-
stan;

“(i1) a description, by project, of on-
coing and future reconstruction assistance
programs and the amount of funding obli-
cated and expended to carry out such pro-
orams, including programs in the security,
rule of law, counter-narcotics, power, rural
development, education, health, and gov-
ernance and anti-corruption sectors;

“(i11) an analysis of completed recon-
struction assistance programs, on a project
basis, and a determination of the impact of
and the benefits yielded from such pro-
orams on Afehanistan and its people;

“(iv) a description of ongoing efforts
that have improved the employment situa-
tion in Afehanistan, including efforts that
have created job opportunities and in-
creased private sector development; and

“(v) a description of the progress

made in implementing all of the elements
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of the Interim Afghanistan National Devel-
opment Strategy, including—
“(I) the Afehanistan National
Solidarity Program; and
“(IT) the Afghanistan Compact,
including a description of the goals
and objectives 1n the Afehanistan
Compact that have been achieved.

“(E) Key indicators of economic and polit-

ical development activity that should be consid-

ered the most important for determining the

prospects of stability in Afghanistan, includ-

mng—
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“(1) unemployment levels;

“(i1) agricultural production;

“(i11) construction of roads, irrigation,
and other basic infrastructure;

“(iv) education rates, particularly of
oirls;
v) electricity rates;
vi) hunger and poverty levels;

objectives to—

(A) stem cross-border terror activities;
(B) provide assistance to Afghan refugees

who repatriate from Pakistan;

(D) offer comprehensive efforts to support
effective counter-narcotics strategies in Afehan-
istan and Pakistan.
SEC. 305. TRANSIT THROUGH PAKISTAN OF SHIPMENTS BY
INDIA IN SUPPORT OF RECONSTRUCTION EF-
FORTS IN AFGHANISTAN.

(a) STATEMENT OF Poricy.—It shall be the policy
of the United States to use all appropriate means to en-
courage Pakistan to permit shipments by India of equip-
ment and material to Afehanistan in support of Indian
reconstruction and development projects in Afghanistan to
be transported across the territory of Pakistan and to re-
move any obstacles to such transportation.

(b) REPORT.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 90 days after
the date of the enactment of this Act, and annually
thereafter until January 1, 2010, the President shall
transmit to the appropriate congressional commit-
tees a report on actions by Pakistan to permit or im-
pede transit of shipments described in subsection

(a). The report required by this subsection may be

(2) SUNSET.—The requirement to transmit the
report under paragraph (1) shall cease to apply if
the President determines and transmits to the ap-
propriate congressional committees a determination
that India no longer needs to make shipments to Af-
chanistan for the purposes described in subsection
(a).

306. REAUTHORIZATION OF RADIO FREE AFGHANI-
STAN.

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following:

(1) Since January 30, 2002, RFE/RL, Incor-
porated (formerly known as Radio Free KEurope/
Radio Liberty) has provided 12 hours of daily surro-
cate broadcasting services through Radio Free Af-
chanistan in Dari and Pashto languages to the peo-
ple of Afghanistan.

(2) Radio Free Afghanistan is the leading
broadcaster in Afghanistan with an audience of
nearly 60 percent of the adult population.

(3) It 1s in the national interest to continue
Radio Free Afghanistan’s surrogate broadcasts to

Afghanistan in order to provide accurate news and
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information, help give voice to ordinary Afehans,
and provide programs on the fundamentals of de-

mocracy.

(b) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—For each
of the fiscal years 2008 through 2010, such sums as may
be mnecessary are authorized to be appropriated to the
Broadcasting Board of Governors for grants to support
12 hours of daily surrogate broadcasting services through
Radio Free Afehanistan in Dari and Pashto languages to
the people of Afghanistan.
